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REMARKS 



The Office Action dated July 22, 2003 and the Advisory Action of December 22, 2003 
have been carefully reviewed, and these remarks respond to those Actions. Applicant 
respectfully requests reconsideration and allowance of this application. 

Upon entry of this Amendment, claims 9-11 and 17 will remain pending in this 
application. Claims 1, 3-8, 12-16, 18, and 20 previously were canceled from this application 
without prejudice or disclaimer. Claims 2, 19, 21, and 22 are currently canceled without 
prejudice or disclaimer. No rejected or objected to claim remains.

Applicant requests that the Examiner withdraw the objection to the drawings.
